On October 8, 1971, the University Daily 
Kansan, a dally newspaper published by the students 
at” the University of Kansas, Lawrence, Kansas, carried 
an open letter to Bob Hope from Jon Birdsall. In this 
letter, Bird^ll identified himself as president of 
the Lawrenc^ ^ietnam Veterans Against the War and 
stated the Vietnam vet<^an8 disagreed with Hope's 
statements in support of President Nixon's policies 
In Southeast Asia. Re also stated from personal 
experience, the veterans opposed this "unjust, illegal, 
and immoral war and called for an immediate unilateral 
ceasefire and subsequent withdrawal of American military 
forces from Southeast Asia".

The Topeka State Journal, a/ daiiy~ evening 
newspaper, published in Topeka, Kansas, oi May 9, 1972, 
carried an article on page 1 wherein johnJ^Blrdsall 
identified himsaf as Kansas Coordinator loi* Vii'tnam 
Veterans Against the Var. Birdsall read a prepared 
statement on the State House grounds at Topeka, Kansas 
and called for impeachment of President Nixon over the 
announcement concerning the mining of the harbor at 
Hiphong, He further announced that an all-night vigil 
would be held on the State House grounds and urged 
citizens to write or phone their senators and Congress- 
men requesting immediate^ action to forestall Nixon's 
tactics in Southeast Asia, to begin the impeachment of 
Nixon, and to support all United Nations attempts to 
achieve a peaceful settlement in Southeast Asia. 
Birdsall was identified as being 24 years old, residing 
at 1316 Mulvane Street, Topeka, Kansas. He claimed 
that he served one year on the Vietnam p ost and 1^ 
years on river patrol boats, but did not identify the 
units with which he served. Birdsall further advised 
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there are about twenty active members of the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War in the Topeka area. 

On May 20, 1972, the Topeka Daily Capital , 
a daily newspaper published in th^ mornings at To^ka, 
Kansas, carried an article on page 3, regarding a 
week-long vigil at the State House Building, Topeka, 
Kansas which was in protest of the United States* 
moves in the Vietnam war. The leader of this vigil 
was identified as John Birdsall of Topeka, the 
state coordinator for the Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War who claimed the Governor of the State of 
Kansas would not state a position on Vietnam. He 
claimed the vigil was leaving the capitol steps 
because he had found one more politician who was 
worrying more about upcoming campaigns and re-election 
than about the killing in Southeast Asia, 
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On January 31, 1973, the subject was 
interviewed by Special Agents of the FBI.

A rotation of delegates with regard to 
whom is seated at the tables may occur and this ^s to be binding on this 
and future meetings,

This decision was made so that regions could discuss their problems raths-’r 
than giving a rii.-i'-down of all of the actions going on around tiie country. iVlany of the 
rsgior.r, clr';ss.;‘J ihct there was a lack of communication — l) 0 th vvltiiln the region and 
wii?ii;i the national organi vatidti. It was also stated that tl'ere lias been a great lack 
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Of self-criticism within ~s organization on all levels. Sev '"I of the regions are 
beginning to function wic. collective leadership, and moving ^jay from the regional 
coordinator position. This Is being done in many cases because of a problem y;lth 
the abdication of responsibility and because the position of regional coordinator is 
loo large a job for one person to effectively handle.

NOS CAM REPORT : Nv. SC/'M Is the VVAW national G.l, liaison office which Is 
located in OTyTon^^hio. Reports on NOSCAM are being sent out by the Dayton re- 
giotinl office on a regular basis within their regional newsletter. People should be 
keeping up on what is happening through this means of communication. 
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The NOSC/'M p<Bbct was begun in July of 1972, a^to this date the pro- 
ject has cost S15C to Vn;,. Dayton chapter. 400-500 lette.,,r+i?.ve been mailed to 
G.l.’s since this project was begun. Wost of the letters were returned because of 
the transience of active-duty service-people. However,. 45-50 new'members have 
been brought in to VV/W’-' because of the work of the NOSCAlv^l project. Generally, 
the h'vSCMiVi report stated an improvement in the G.l. situation, i\/iore and more 
active-duty service-people are resisting the oppression of the U.S. military as they 
now exist. 

The purpose of N05C/ M is to establish a transition from the G.l. movement 
to VV/.V'.', The mechanics of the project are handled as following: membership forms 
are mailed to Dayton from active-duty personnel. At this point, the forms are for- 
warded to the regional office which the nev/ member lives in. From here/ the regions 
should contact these new members and gel them actively involved with VVAW. Theie 
has been poor response from some of the regions with regard to getting In touch 
with these new members, and this situation must bo corrected in order for VVAW to 
continue to grow and to keep up the contact which we already have within the active- 
duty G.l. movement. 

NOSCAM has also functioned to increase the specific relations between 
VVaW and other organizations such as AFSC, SC S, War Tax P esistance, USSF, 
CAMP, CCCC, and W^L. Through NCSCr M, contacts with American exile 
groups have also been made. 

Active-duty G.l. chapters (especially those overseas) are asking for full 
support from VVAW. They have requested improved contact from all of the regions, 
as they are hearing from the above mentioned organizations. They would especially 
like to receive newsletters from the states and any sort of information which v;lii 
keep them informed on what is happening around llie country, 

With regard to the hrture, N0SC-.M is growing. Most of the members Join 
as a result of someone else telling them about it. hen a new member joinS/ he or 
she receives a packet of information focused around how to fight back. This packet 
deals v.'ith the legal means to resistance within the military. It explains Article 15‘s 
C.O, forms, discharges, the rights of distribution of newspapers, etc. 

It is imperative that all regions cooperate with liie NOSC.- Mi project and con- 
tact the new members which are forwarded to them by Dayton, unly by doing this 
will VVA'V be able to maintain their credibility within the current G.l. movement, 
and aid G.l. ‘s readjustment to the movement outside Uie military. This should be 
one of our major focuses because it will and further Its growth. 

HANOI TP IP 

Barr/^omo (iVational Coordinator) spoke on his recent t rio to Hanoi and th e bombing 
damape y^ichjie v^nessed there. On j^is tri^.to Hanoi, Bar^ was accomp anied by 
Joait^ie^^'lich a cl'^ftiLpn (Asst. and Telfor^^ayl drj author of N u;em- , 

burg and Vietnam), Durinn the 13 days winch Barry spent in Tfenpl, he experienced — 
over 60 bombing raids by the D.S, 

The Vietnamese informed Barry of some specific points which should be em- 
phasized by the anti-war/anti-imperlalist movements in the U.S, People should 
focus their attention on the signing of the 9 Point Peace Treaty, the stopping of the 
bombing, a/id freedom for ail political prisoners In the South, 
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A financiaTTepoi ' -as given from the Gainesville DeL .ie Committee. The 
bulk. of expenses with regard to the case are the committee's travel and legal ex- 
penses. The common complaint vfithin the defense committee was a lack of comm- 
unication and a lack of politics. Some of the defendants have been on the road 
almost continuallv since July speakIngSo various groups around the country. The 
(lauirc of llieir speaking centers around attacks on the grand jury system, the 
administration and the FBI. 

The defense commitee has information which may be obtained by the regions 
upon request. For example, there are photographs of the defendants, but because 
of the- lack of resources and of time, these are only being sent to the regions winch 
request them. Also, copies of all of the legal moUoris which have been filed in this 
case aie available to those regions which request them. 

The problems surrounding the defense commitee are essentially that there Is 
tco much work to be done by the too few people in the defense colipetive. 

Certain limitations have to be followed in this case, and these limitations 
must be followed by all of the regions doing work around the Gainesville case. The 
limitations are set because of the fact that the nature of conspiracy is very tricky. 

It cannot be admitted that there were any overt acts involved in Tallahassee or Gain- 
. esville. The government Is trying to prove that the defendants utilized interstate 
transportation in a particular frame of mind, thus an admission of any overt acts 
would be, harmful to the case. People should also be reminded that they are not to 
attexk Gil! Lemmer, 

The political position of the case is that there was a conspiracy but that ft Is 
on the part of the government against the people of the U.S. Things said in public 
records can be used for chapters trying to get the word out on Gainesville (i.e. 
courtroom transcripts, nev^spaper and magazine articles, all media coverage). A 
. pamphlet on Qie trial is being distributed by Wash[ngtpnj_D,.C,. (compiled by Tim,' 
^3tlU-and Johiy^iffin) and It should he flnisheTsoon. 

Status orTbe case: Mddlebrooks resigned on the grounds that he v;as bisTed 
and could not fairly Judge the case. A man named Arno has replaced MIddlebrooks. 
There is no guarantee as to a trial date. Arno has staled that his court will ;iOt be 
clear until sometime in April, but it may be speculated that the case is being put 
off because the government has no case. A motion for the dismissal of all charges 
was filed following the "mispiacement” of one of the lawyer's briefcase (Larry 
Turner). This motion was fifed because the briefcase was in the hands of the fed- 
eral government for over 24 Jiours, which constitutes a'violatlon of lawyer/ 
client privilege. Also a motion has been filed to enable our lawyers to see the grand 
jury transcripts. We cannot knov/ the prosecutors* slant on the case until these 
transcripts can be seen, but thus far, our demand to see them has not been respond- 
ed to. 

With regard to fund raising — any mo.icy which is raised in a specific re- 
gion will require that a list of the donators be given to that region (unless the do- 
nators wish to remain anonymous). If it is okay with the regional coordinator/ 
collective, the names o’f these donators may then be given to the national office 
for tile purpose of further fund raising. 
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WUh regard to n"! — if mail is sent to Gainesville "d there Is no 
riisportsc to the mailing within a reasonable amount of time, p-eoplc should checic 
with Gainesville to make sure that the mailing was received. It seems that much 
corrcsporidencc has been- "lost” on its way to Gainesville. 

‘-Vilh regard to the FEI — if the FEI approaches anyone within your re- 
gion, nolily Gainesville immediately. Apparently, the FEI has been threatening 
to put tlwse people v/lto refuse to cooperate before the Grand Jury, but people 
must learn not to be intimidated by such a line. 


Any mail being sent to Gainesville, or elsewhere within VVA'V, should be put 
in a hand-addressed envelope with an individual's home address as the return 
address (rather than the office). Mail logs sfwuld be used so that we can get 
a clue as to what mail. has or has n^t arrived at its destination. Also, a record 
of when mail arrives should be kept so that we can know If mail Is being detained 
for "subversive purposes." 


NATION AL OFF ICE RE POP T 

- The national' collective situation seems to be functioning mucli belter than the 
non-colieclive form of office procedure. The office organization is good all 
mail and phone calls arc being loged so that we can tell where we are being ripped- 
off. There is at least one (often more) meeting of the national collective every 
week. V'eekly criticism and self-criticism sessions are held. All decisions are 
made collectively. For example, the deadlines and priorities on projects are 
coMecliveiy set. 

The financial situation of the national office is very serious. The total 
balarice concludes that the office is approximately $ 7,6CG in debt. None of 
the rrationai coordinators are receiving salaries, and have not done so for over 
6 months. 

*"ith regard to problems that have arisen ever ihe use of emergency collect 
calls to the national office which wrre refused because of the financial pro- 
of the office, a proposal which should alleviate this problem was brought 
floor, 

PPOPCSAL; Any region may send $5,CC to the National office 
which wili be held in escrow for (he purpose of paying for emer- 
gency collect phone calls. ^ 

This proposal was accepted. It is not mandatory, but 
up to the disgression of each region.

CBJECTtVE CHA NGES 

During the Palo Alto niWtng, the F.l. workshop suggested a change in objec- 
tive #3. This proposed ehjeclivc change was to have been taken back to the 
regions for discussion before being voted on at the Chicago meeting. The pro- 
posed change reads as follows; 

To join in the siniggle of all active-duty servictpeople. National 
Guardsmen, and F eservists for tltose rights guaranteed under the 
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U.S, Constltujlpn and Bill of Tights presently den^ under 
the UCMJ. C , 's arc exploited and their rights v=.^ated 
both in the U.S. and overseas to ensure the U.S.'s position 
In the economic world, to suppress wars of liberation, to break 
strikes and to carry out those policies that the ruling class 
deems necessary for its interests, G. I, ‘s control the means of 
destruction in the military; just as working people control the 
means of production in a civilian society, G.I.'s have a long 
and rich history of struggle against oppression/ the accomplish- 
ments of that struggle cannot be ignored. 


The vote on this proposed objective change was: 
27-yes; 24-no; with 49 abstainsions. 

The proposed change was tabled and should be dis- 
cussed more fully within ihe regions before the next 
WSCM. 


Objective #2; There v/as some confusion as to the objective changes which were 
made in the I'l/lilwaukee WSCi\fl, and the finalized objectives were never sent out. 
Because California did not knov; that this change had been made In Milwaukee, 
they proposed a change for objective ’#2. Listed below are the objective changes 
as they v^ere voted on In Milwaukee, followed by the proposed changes v/hich vrere 
made at the Chicago ruecting, 

2. To demand the Immediate termination of all other operations by 
the United Stales government, its agencies, and American business 
Interests that are designed to suppress the rightful struggles for 
liberation and self-determination of the peoples of the earth. This 
includes the maintenance of dictatorial governments, economic dom- 
ination, and the theft of the natural resources of other countries. 

The United States sliould make reparations in a project acceptable 
to the Indochinese for all of the damage done by the United States, 

The proposed change in objective #2 which was presented at the Chicago meeting 
would read as foiiov/s: 

2. To demand the immediate termination of all other operations by 
the United States government, its agencies, and /American business 
Interests that are designed to suppress the rightftrf struggle for 
liberation and self-determination of peoples inside and outside of 
the United States, . , , (The remainder of the objective would re- 
main the same as before.) 

All regions should discuss these two objective changes, AU the next NSCM, these 
two changes will be discussed and voted on for final approval. 


Objective#?: A change In objective#? was also passed In Milwaukee, but never 
sent out in finalized form by the national office. Because of this, the same proposed 
change v^as made in Chicago. The finalized form of objective #7 should read as 
fol'ows:

f. 1 St Casualty - responsible for coMoctlixj articles and pic- 
tures for the paper from both v/Rhln and outside Wr V-', laying out the paper, and 
making sure the emphasis of the paper Is political education. 

g. A/)embershlp -• responsible for updating the national member- 
ship list, addirig r.nd deleting names a..d changes of ado'ress, and tc send out infor- 
mation packets to new members and to foward their names to their respective re- 
gional coordinator. 

h. Coordination of actions, projects, and programs - National 
office is a central gathering point for Infoimation from regions, chapters, and other 
organizations, on actions, projects, and programs for dissemination to the regions, 
chapters and other interested organizations. 

B. Regional level 

1. Elections - Regional coordinators will serve for a fixed period of one 
year and may be re-elected fora second ‘erin. Regional coordinators may be re- 
moved from office at any time by thie membership of that region. 

a. Requirements - must be a Vietnam Vete'-an. 

b, Oivison of regions requires a 2/3 majority vote by the NSC» 

2. Functions and responsibilities 

a. Regional coordinators will be the official representatives of 
VVAW in their respective geographic areas. 

b. Regional Coordinators will be responsible for and have full 
authority to make all decisior^s relative to WAV*' operations consistent with VVAVV 
philosophy and policy as determined by che NSC; 

c. regional coordinators will be supported in all decisions con- 
sistent with VVAW philosophy and policy, by the National ffics and NSC. 

d. Regional coordincxtcrs vrill be responsible for establishing 
media and poiitiCvTl contacts within their respective areas. 

c. Regional coordinators will be expected to support r.II national 
fund raising drives initiated by the Steering Committee. 

f, Regional cooidinaiors v/ill be responsible for the calling of 
press conferences and tbs iss’.^ances of press releases and statements at tbs request 
of the NSC office,. 

g. Pc-gior,al coordinators will be responsible for the mainlai; once 
of communications betv/eon the national office and the chapters in their respective 
areas. 

fi. Regional coordinators, and^r their representativos, witii a 
written proxy, v/iH be required to attend the regular scheduled meetings of the 
National Steering CommiUce and those non-schoouled or emergency meetings con- 
vened at the request of the National Steering or National Office Committees. 

i. Regional coordinators will convene regional meetings quar- 
terly. Those meetings vrill be convened for the puipc: . of elections and/or advis- 
ing the NSC and dclegr.iions of proxies at its. regular sclisJuied meetings. 
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7. Resolved to ii.ght racism, to show Americans thapjur society 
Is permeated by ;ism, which manipulates whites ir.,_ viewing 
non-whites as inferior or less Uian human. This racism pushes 
minority pcopio through inferior schools to inferior jobs and into 
combat arms. Thus minorify people are sent off lo die in dis- 
proportionately high numbers as we kill Aisians indiscriminately. 
V'e also demand the US miiilary recognize Its complicity in 
America's domestic and interia tional racism. 


STRUCTURE OF VVAW 

The following is termed a "working paper" which was introduced by the National 
Office with regards to all of the decisions which have been made by the steering 
committee. This working paper is the basts of the structure of VVAW, The con- 
tents of this paper are to be taken back to the regions and discussed for ratifica- 
tion at the next NSCjVi. 


I, Structure 

A. National — 6 coordinators (elected) and staff (appointed), 

1, Election of coordinators - Nominations for openings will be taken at 
one NSCM to fill vacancies at the next NSCM, Nominees will return to their re- 
gions to make preparations for possible election to the national office. As nominees 
make decisions on whether or not they can accept the nomination, they will inform 
the national office of their decision vdlh the national office relaying this to the re- 
gions and chapters. Decisions must be sent In one month prior to the next NSCM 
with elections taking place at that NSCM. 

a. Requirements for National officer, 

1, Must be a Vietnam Veteran, 

2, Must have worked on a local and/or regional level for at 
least one year prior lo nomination, 

3, National officers of VVAW cannot be an officer in any 
other organization, 

2. Functions and Responsibilities: 

a. Internal Liaison - responsible for keeping open lines of com- 
munication between the national office and the regions and chapters; this to be 
done by written correspondence, phone calls, and personal visits, 

b. External Liaison - responsible for keeping in contact with 
other, foreign and domestic, anti-war, anti-imperialist, progressive, and revolu- 
tionary organizations. Also responsible forgathering literature and information from 
other organizations and resource centers for analysis and dissemination to the chap- 
ters and regions, 

c. Finances - responsible for keeping straight all financial re- 
cords, preparing documents such as balance sheets, statements, budgets, and 
expected income. 

d. Political prisoners - responsible for collecting and dissemina- 
ting information on as many polllical prisoners and defense committees as possible, 
to the regions and chapters. 
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men'-'citions to tlie 
chaitci-s In their respective areas, 

k. Regional coordinators v/ill be responsible for having a rep- 
resentative to cover his respective area when he is not a vailable. 

HC TE: Election of regional coordinators will take place within their respective 
regions, 

C, Mational Defense Committee — National Defense Fund, 

1. To establish a National Committee to defend VVa\W and all poli - 
tical prisoners. PUPFi SE: Jo defend VVAVC its members engaged In WAV'J 
activities and all political prisoners from any and all repressive political attacks 
by the government against VVaW as an organization and against all other political 
prisoners with the primary emphasis at this time being directed to the grand jury 
proceedings in Gainesville. FUNCTION: To coordinate all information and 
propaganda between local defense committees and the press and the regions of 
VVAV^ To coordinate fund-raising and dissemination of those funds to the local 
committees under political attack and to raise money for continuing defense effort. 
STRUCTURE: To be directed by the VVA'-V NSC. To be comprised of one mem- 
ber from each local defense commitee and one national coordinator. To be res- 
ponsible for the collection and dispersal at the national level of necessary infor- 
mation and materials. This commitee is to meet together, by phone or in person, 
to fulfill the needs of each local defense committee. 

2 . Membership of LDC or NOC v/IH be decided by a vote of the NSC' 

3. The l\!DC must secure the approval of the LOC's, by phone or in 
person, for the use of any funds ear-mark^ for the NDF for other than direct dis- 
persal to the appropriate LDC. Each LDC and the national coordinator will have 
one vote. 

If the LDC decides to remove its representative from the NOC, 
that representative is no longer on the NOC. A new representative to the MDC 
must be appointed Immediately by the LDC; 

5 . Monthly financial reports must be sent from each LDC to th:* nat- 
ional office to be kept on file. Those reports are available to all NSC members 
and v/iil be presented at the NSCM. 

6. Monthly status reports from each LDC must be sent to the National 

office, 

7 . A monthly newsletter must be sent lo-all regions by the NDC., 

8. LDC should coordinate with regional offices so we can expand our 

contacts. 

9. There are three local defense committees whicli have been recog- 
nized by the NSC, these arc: 1. Gainesville Conspiracy Committee, 2. Billy 
Dean Smith Defense Committee, 3. Gary Lawton Defense Committee.

All money that is sent to Uw NDF will be dispersed by the NDC as deter- 
mined by the necessity of meeting the political attacks on VVAW and other poli- 
tical prisoners.

A. The function of the National Steering Committee will be to define the phllo- 
Pcphy, establish the policy, formulate the programs and determine the activities of 
VVAW on the national level. 

B. , The National Steering Committee, at Us discretion, may audit VVAW books 
without prior notice of its intentions to the National Executive Committee. 

C. Emergency meetings of the NSC will be convened at the request of the 
National Executive Committee after canvassing by phone the members of the NSC 
with two-thirds of the members responding and a simple majority of that number con- 
curring with the request. 

D. The National Steering Committee may convene a non-scheduled meeting upon 
the reqtiest of any single member of that body If the request Is concurred with by a 
simple majority of that body as determined by telephone canvass of all members with 
no less than tvo -thirds responding. 

E. Concerning the use of proxy voles: The first matter to be resolved by the 
steering committee concerned the use of proxies at NSCM. A motion conce''n(ng 
proxies was made and seconded. The motion was: that proxy votes may only be used 
for motions which the region issuing a proxy has prior knowledge of. Motion was 
defeated 33-yes; 37-no. Proxy voting will continue on the basis laid dovm at 
Milwaukee, Any region may only have one proxy from an unattending region. \ his 
proxy may be used on alt votes. A proxy may not be used for a quoram count. 

F. Authorized Quorum for National Steering Committee Meetings - Each region 
will contact the national office prior to the scheduled steering committee meeting to 
confirm their attendance at the meeting. 2/3 of the regions planning to attend vrill 
constitute a quorum for the first session. Afterwards 2/3 of the regions present 
will constitute a quorum. 

G. Each region can have no more than five working delegates to the NSCM, 

Each region has five votes on all issues so as to reflect all views of their delegation. 
The NSC will meet quarterly with provisions for emergency meetings which would 
supersede regular NSCM. The regional coordinator, in whose region the NSCM is to 
be held, v/il) be responsible for the logistics of the meeting, preparing the agenda, 
soliciting and disseminating agenda items which he receives to all t)ie regions.

MEGICAL AID FOR INDOCHINA 
PROPOSAL: 

1, That VVAW participate In local coalitions to promote and develop local and 
regional consciousness of the need for continuing aid and support to the people 
of Indochina from the people of the United States. 

2, That VVAW participate in and organize fund-raising and educational pro- 
grams for MAI, 

3, That VVAW remove the Nguyen Van Troi Hospital as a National project. 
This should be done because the MAI program is now providing direct aid and 
support to the people of Indochina. The Hospital project is not scheduled to 
begin until after the ending of the war. We feel that direct aid and support for 
*' ■ people of Indochina are needed now. 

Our committment to the Indochinese is one which is based on our con- 
tinuing relationship and solidarity. Our programs should reflect that same com- 
miUment. 

MAI is essentially an educational and service program. It can be used 
very effectively to help end the war. We can focus on the conditions of the 
people as a result of the war and provide a direct link in helping to alleviate 
their oppression. Our prime concern is to choose those projects and programs 
which will help to end the war, A program designed to be implemented at the 
v/ar’s end Is not one wiiich meets our present goals.

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Before these three men were voted into the national office, s^e detailed questions 
and discussion was underi^ e. Some of Uie questions were; ' at are the priorities 
of thcnational office? \A'hat is liberalism? What are your persjhaf politics? What 
happens if and when the peace treaty is signed? Basically, all three of the new co- 
ordinators agreed on their answers to these questions. They felt that the priorities 
of the national office should fae communication Oiewsletters and newspaper), fund- 
raising, more sensitivity to the regions, more help in setting the direction of the 
organization. Political understanding is the necessary means to an end and national 
should aid in distributing PE information. They expressed the importance of Poli- 
tical Education as vital to the growth of the organization. They also expressed the 
need for more organizational materials to be sent out to the chapters. It was stressed 
that the national officeshould help build unity in the country between and within 
chapters and regions. Finally, all three agreed that previously the national office 
had been one composed of personality and individualism, and that the strength of the 
present office is that it is functioning as a collective. 

Addition to the Minutes: There is a possibility that Steve Hawkins may have to 
resign at the next NSCM. Also, Barry Porno’s term in office will expire in May and 
he wishes It to be known now that he is up for re-election.

It was stated that there are over 114,000 
gay men now In the military waiting to come out of their closets, and that this was a 
subject which should be dealt with by VVAW,

lished guerrilla theater groups will perform skits related to the Vietnamese struggle 
and American imperialism. The rally will disperse as people feel the need to leave. 
(This will begin at approximately noon), 

Discipline/Security ; Cach region v^il! be responsible for providing for the identity 
and discipline within Its group. The march will be 4 to 6 abreast to maintain sec- 
urity from infiltrators/provacatures. The working committee will print a leaflet for 
distribution with the political reasoning for the tone and nature of self-discipline/ 
security, as per NSC decision. 

Banners and Signs ; The march will be lead by a large Banner reading 'Vietnam for 
the Vietnamese, Stop the Bombing, Sign the Treaty.” Bach organization will be al- 
lowed one organizational banner, and an unlimited number of signs designating support 
for the 9 Point Peace Plan. No Flags of nations or organizations will be carried on 
this march. 

Participation; This march will be open to any organization that has consistantly sup- 
ported the Vietnamese plan for peace, and who agrees to the basics of the scenario. 

Finances ; Each participating region shall pledge $25. CC plus $1.00 per person 
participating, (The vole on this was: 71-2/3 yes; 5-no (wanted just $1.00 per 
person; and 18-1/3 abst.). Any surplus of finances will be used to pay the existing 
debts of the national office. Money for this action should be sent to the V ashinglon, 
O.C. office as soon as possible.

Disposition of the Treaty signatures ; One set of treaty signatures will be sent to the 
Vietnamese in Paris or in Hanoi. The other set will be presented to Congress on 
the following Monday, January 22, 1973, Individuals are Invited to stay in O.C, 
and informally deliver copies of the treaty signatures. 

General tone ; This march will be a disciplined march in support of the 9 Point Peace 
Plan. It will be a one day public manifestation of our day to day support of this 
peace plan and the Vietnamese struggle. 


West Coast Action ; The west coast regions are planning a supportive demonstra- 
FionTn San FT^dsco a invite any group that can not mak'^ ^'ie D.C. trip to join 
them. Any money for the //esl coast action should be sent to ihe California regional 
office as soon as possible. Also, the California regional office should be contacted 
for more information on this action. The California demonstration will follow the 
political guidelines which were set down for tlie D.C. action. 

Contingency Plan: In the event that the 9 Point Peace Treaty is signed betv/een now 
^ and iFelfCth*, this demonstration will occur as planned with the central demand being 

that the U.S. implement the treaty. The ceremony on the mall will be a ceremony of 
Solidarity with the Vietnamese. 

POLITICA L GUIDELINES OF THE IWAUGURATIOf^j ACTION 

In October, the administration announced that peace was at hand. The nine point 
proposal of the Vietnamese clearly outlined a correct political settlement for the war 
in Indochina and the signing of this agreement seemed immenent prior to the election 
' for president. After election day, Nixon destroyed the chances for peace that the 

Amei'ican and Indochinese peoples clearly wanted. During the Christmas holidays, 
he answered "peace is at hand" by ordering the most massive bombing in the history 
- of the world. 

On January 2Cth the Inauguration of Richard Nixon will represent the continuing 
degeneration of American principles and a triumph of the continuance of U.S. Imper- 
ialism,, 

it is vital that VVaW organize a national action on the 2Clh In Washington, D.C. 
and encourage similar actions in cities unable to come to V'/ashington, to show the 
admirjistratiojj and the Arnerican people- Ihat vvc supfod the Indochinese peoples and 
that wc demand that the peace treaty be signed Immediately. 

This action will represent the only dinnonslratton In 'Washington that supports 
the Indochinese struggle and that it Is our revolutionary duty to educate the American 
people to the lies of the administration and to the necessity of immediate signing of 
the treaty. 

’Wo further propose that this demonstration be opened to all people who support 
the Indochinese and to all organizations that have consistantly supported the struggle 
of the Indochinese people. 


MINOP ITY REPORT FROM THE WORKSHOP 

It is the opinion of the minority that the 9 Point Peace proposal signing can have 
a greater impact by the symbolical use of theatrics. TTiis v/ould serve to draw a 
greater amount of media attention to the proposed action. We agree with the majority 
opinion that the focus of the proposed action be the signing of the 9 Poing Peace 
proDosnl and simply want to use theatrics to effectively augment the peace proposal 
signing. This would happen because: 1). it would drav/ing on an item that the media 
would pick up on, and 2). it is a simple, direct action that can be easily understood 
by any vrho see it. 

Specifically, we would end the march with the signing of the treaty and then a 
seal of ihe presidency would be on the ground (maybe varied two feet or so) where 
people could drop some symbol of the government such as, 214's, tax forms or self- . 
symbols like blood. (The blood of persons back from Vietnam less than 3 years is 
quarantined). We feel that the use of our blood would add to the personal sincerity 
of O’.ii' committment to the Vietnamese people. 

/ 
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This scenario was accepted li) total by the NSC. Other siigni^tions with regard to the 
action were made and ac ited, ll was mentioned that the re’’*' 'ns should bring 
signatures on the treaty to D, C. with them which had been previously collected In 
their local areas. It was also suggested that a leaflet be prepared for the purpose 
of informing VVAW members of the importance and type of discipline necessary to 
make this action a success, 

FRCPOSaL: Each region is to be responsible for their own security of 
their people from their region. A leaflet should be sent out to WAW people 
explaining self-discipline, and this leaflet should include that the NSC 
approved of this form of security. 

This proposal was unanimously accepted. 

The D.C. office should be contacted as soon as possiljle as to the number of people 
coming in from your region. The same should be done with regard to those people 
planning to attend the January 20th action on the West Coast. 

Any changes regarding this approved Scenario will be sent to the regions by the D.C. 
working commitcce or by the National t-ffice as soon as the changes are known, 

i S.l. WORKSHOP 

HISTORICAL NOTES ON CIVILIAN (NGT ACTIVE DUTY) G.l, PROJECTS 

In general, civilians-run projects, mostly coffee houses, have died out over the 
past year. V hal follows is a general analysis of some of the problems that helped 
reduce the effectiveness of the civilian run projects. We did not discuss the v/hole 
area of active-duty run projects, although this area does need to be discussed In 
depth. 

1. Missionary attitude: civilian organizers tried to move In and dictate to Gl's 
what the Gl's siiould want. 

2. Laying down trips, civilians tried to impose their politics on Gl's. Arm- 
chair revolutionary syndrome. 

3. National prospective : civilians tried to organize Gl's around national 
issues •.'.ithout understanding the need to organize around local issues. 

4. Racism: Proj'ccts were run by whiles with little understanding of the 
struggles of minority peoples, especially black Gl's. ^ 

5. No Money, 

6. Lack of support from the local community, in some cases meeting open 
repression. 

7. Apathy and fear of Gl's 

8. Women and the question of sexism was handled poorly, which has led to very 
little female participation in projects, service-women and civilians, 

9. Transience of Gl's negated possibility of mass work. 

What is the goal of doing G! organizing; 

The two major goals of organizing active-duty servicepeople back a specific 
and a genera! content. The two goals are not exclusive and in fact must go together 
In forming a complete strategy. 
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Point one is to stop Imperialism: that is, to negate or reduce the strength of a 
war machine engaged i,. .ggression and genocide. 

Point two is to provide services or actions around service peoples' immediate 
needs, such as housing, relief from harassment, etc. 

In viewing these goals, the workshop decided to focus on the specific problems 
of working with Gl's and then on v/hal specific and general programs VVA\W can un- 
dertake to achieve these goats. 

The primary contradiction in the military today is racism. The struggles of 
mir.ority Gl's provides the focus for current work around the Gl movement. It is our 
opinion that WAV-' should see Its work on racism has primacy in regards to the GI 
movement. However, the work on racism must also go hand in hand with specific 
service work for individual Gl's,. le military counseling, legal help, etc. We must 
not loose sight of the human element.

'Whereas the history'of the military is smeared with episodes of suppression 
of organized working people, 

V’/bercas the Vietnam Veterans Against the War has paid lip service to the 
Gl movement, especially in areas where there arc no major military installations, 
\'''hereas the Vietnam Ve-'erans Against the '^'ar has one of the highest poten- 
tials In this country of reaching active duty men and women, and as veterans of 
the military must use that experience as a major tool in combatting the military. 

We of the Gl workshop say it Is absolutely imperative that all chapters of 
VVA’ft/ Institute programs to support the Gl movement wherever the chapters are 
thereby accomplishing their goals; recruiting new members to VVAVV before dis- 
charge, providit;g services to service people and veterans, and finally, importantly, 
effectively reduce the war-making pov^er of imperialism. 

There was unanimous acceptance of the statement of this workshop. It was also 
mentioned that because counseling programs are limited, every member of WAV/ 

. should (whenever possible) take a course in military counseling. It was noted that 
a WSl on racism in the military is being organized and is to be held in Seattle, 

It was suggested that there be a workshop and research done on MIA's and POW’s 
during the next meeting. 


THIRD WORLD WORKSHOP 

Position Paper 

Up until this time Vietnam Veterans Against the War’s preoccupation has 
been with the war in Vietnam and it’s Impact on us as veterans only. Our re-entry 
into society has been an immersion back into that same racist society which spaw- 
ned imperialism and it's bastard child, the Vietnam War. time spent in the 
military was aii experience in regimentized racism which pressed Third World 
brothers Into the front iir.es to die or i.Uo military jails. 

This v^ar has also taught us the value of brotherhood by shared blood. In 
combat we learned that brotherhood meant survival. Now again we face a common 
foe, and to survive again wc trust struggle together as brothers. 

Cne of the biggest problems in WAV' is that, as yet, our organization has 
had little success In relation to Third V7orId people inTfeneral and Third 'A/orld 
veterans In particular. Wc fee! that one of the principle reasons for this has been 
that most of our efforts have been directed at relating to ThI rd World people 
through our eyes instead of theirs. We decided that it would be more fruitful if 
we tried to determine, in connection with Third 'ftrorld peoples the particular pro- 
blems of their commimity and work with them on the solutions. By relating to 
Third V'orld people In terms of their own oppressions, we can, first of all, create 
an atmosphere for a better understanding of our own racism and educate ourselves 
concerning it. It paves the way for a better undjerstanding on the part of the Third 
‘Vorld people of where we arc coming horn and w'hy and how our struggle is related 
to tlieirs. 

As the struggle on the home front intensifies, black, brown, Indian and other 
Third World people Have increasingly taken the leadership role and also the brunt 
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of this racist society's attacf^s. 

We are presently tryl*^ to reestablish those bonds we fou’?«=l successful in 
Vietnam. In light of this .alization it is hoped that we can L .^<n to struggle as 
one people against our common oppressor. 

Recommended for adoption as national VVAW policy by the workshop: 
r.e Obj ective #7 

Whereas VV/AV-' has adopted as one of its primary national objectives an end to racism 
In all forms, 

and whereas WAV' recognizes the existance of instiUitionalized racism in the 
American school system, 

VVAW supports the use of two-way busing, including across district lines, as one 
tool, admittedly imperfect, for achieving racial and educational equality. 

r.e. C bjcctive#5 

less than honorable discharges from active duty are given in a systemati- 
cally discriminatory manner lo racial minorities in substantially higher proportions 
than to v/hites, 

• and such discharges permenantly effect the economic and social capabilities of 
these third world veterans, 

VVAW proposes a national campaign on all levels to change all less than honorable 
discharges in compliance with VVAW national objecUve #5, which states that 
their be only one type of discharge without distinction, and that this policy be 
retroactive, 

GUIDFLINES FOR COMTACT BETWEEN VVAW aNO THIRD WORLD OR OTHER 
SUPPRESSED GROUPS 

1. Outreach 

A. Itidividual contact is to be made between local WAV'' chapters and oppressed 
groups on a person-to-person basis. The person making initial contact is re- 
sponsible for maintaining contact with the group and for reporting on it at chapter 
meetings and to regional coordinators and/or collectives. Person making initial 
contact should resent to the group contacted the results of each of their chapters 
at NSCM. 

B. Regional coordinators/coMectives are to report on contacts and results in 
each of their chapters at national steering committee meetings during regional 
Round Robin. 

2. The local chapter and the other group should exchange participation in political 
cducaticn sessions and exchange information in search of common goals and areas 

in which the two groups can work together. (1,e, breakfast programs, drug programs. 
Joint support in each other's aclicns , exchange of speakers). 

3. Be specific in your chapter's committments to the ether group, and live up to it. 
Establish trust through personal, physical committment rather than offering blankets 
and trinkets. Offer yourself and time. 

4. Local ctiaplcrS should clearly define the limits of their support to local groups - 
Do not overreach the resources of your chapter. Wo committment is better than an un- 
filled committment.

5., WAV'’' should tj:^ to complement efforts of an existi^ third-v^orid or op- 
pressed group whenevGi )SSibl£ rather than initiating parar programs, 

• 6. Suggested areas for local chapter activities are: Sponsor Third V orld 
speakers on campus or to WA’-/ activities, participate in local community programs, 
and in VA\ and draft counseling, support prison programs, (reform movements and 
prison unions), actively seek coalition v/ith third world groups on campuses and/or 
in the community. 

There was a lot of criticism on the section objective #7 about busing, IViany felt 
that they could not endorse this section because it does not solve the problems of 
equal housing and opportunity, nor does it solve the problems of education. However, 
people did feel that they could endorse busing if it vias a tactic requested by a par- 
ticular community. 

PROPOSAL: That the workshop recommendations be accepted with the 
deletion of the section regarding objective #7, 

The vote on this was; 82-yes; o-no; 8 abst. 

Also, it was proposed that another point be added to the section on outreach as point 
- # 7 to read as follov/s: 

Fach region is to get input from Third '/'orld Communities by field study 
and research v/ith regard to the issue of bussing and objective #7, This 
will be discussed in the Round T obin reports of the next IMSCiVi, and if 
a workshop is needed, one will be formed to draw up proposals around 
this issue. 


VVQMEN*S WORKSHOP 

In this portion of the workshop, the women seemed anxious to talk about themselves 
for a twofold reason. nc, that they wished to know each other better, in order to 
find a common base from which to work. And two, to help sensitize the men to our 
gut feelings and the directions from which our problems as women within the organi- 
zation stem. 

In order to do this, we passed around a set of questions, vrhich seemed basic to 
those needs. As we went around the group, each woman answered ail the questions 
at once, in order to lend continuity to the situation. 

These arc the questions. ^ 

1. How did you gel into VVAW? 

2 . Hovr would you describe your chapter, i.e. active or inactive ? 

3. V'hat is the number of women compared to men? 

4. Are the women active? 

5. What do the women do? 

6. Are the women In any kind of group ? If so, describe the group. 

7. How do you think women should be Involved In VVAW? 

8. What is you perception of how men in VVAW do/would relate to 

a women's caucus?” » 

9. Why do you stay in VVAW ? Wlrat is your true motivation? 

The answers to these questions gave us ail a lot of insight into ourselves and 
each other. This was followed by sort of an interview situation, in order to allow 
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Iho men present to direc^usstions dealing with more speclfl^roblems. Even tlio 
there are still many quesiions to be asked, and problems to be solved, a base was 
laid. 


•There will be communication between the women (and any Interested men) that 
will deal with projects and continue to encourage each other. The questionaire vrfill 
also be sent to each person on the communications list. 

There is a problem that we will consider and attempt to deal with in our com- 
munications. It is one that seems to be a primary example of all our problems as 
both women and men within WAW, 

It appears to us that among the veterans there Is an amplification of a common 
conditioning men experience from birth. Then when a man comes in from the bush, 
he finds it less painful to deal with that experience if he has no close personal 
contacts to deal v.?ith. , 

This is carried over into civilian life. If he comes under severe stress, he 
tends to withdraw completely from the people he cares about the most, which often 
includes a woman , 


The problem this created for a woman is duel in nature. Because of her pri- 
mary conditioning, she feels Incorrectly that she Is merely a back-up force. So, 
when the man cuts her off, she finds herself with the inability to assert herself, 

V'Iq have only begun to confront the problems involved. They will continue to 
face all of us — gradually reduced, we hope. Therefore, we must continue the 
dialogue we began last night and so urge that workshops on the position of women 
within and around VVAW be held - on their own - at ail future NSCiVi. Eventually, 
action programs will evolve cut of these, giving us greater opportunities to come 
to grips with these problems.

There were many suggestions made around the report from this workshop. It was 
suggested that the 9 questions be used v^ithin each of the regions so that women's 
problems can be dealt with on the local level. It was also suggested that there be 
future v-iorkshops on the problems of women and that these workshops go into more 
depth on the conditioning of men and women, it was also suggested that a men's 
workshop on sexism be held at the next WSCA.^. 


The statement from this v/orkshop received unanimous acceptance by the body. 


OPERATION COUNTY FAIR 

I . Operation County Fair has been adopted by the /‘.labama and California regions 
as an on-going program to provide medical aid for the people of Boca Chita (Brown) 
Alabama, and to establish a permanent clinic v/iUiin the community. 

Hi It Is proposed that VVAW adopt Operation County Fair as an on-going national 
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project and that all the re' ' ns be responsible for disseminatin'' information to the 
chapters and general membci-ship level and communities of thob.i chapters concerning 
Operation County Fair. 

It was felt that Operation County Fair will, as a national project, create new 
energies, unify and direction within the structure of VVaW and strengthen the bonds 
of solidarity externally with the black brolJiers and sisters of Boca Chita and Third 
World peoples national ly, rather than being deal t with in the manner of Special 
Interest groups.

Personnel should 
bear in mind that Boca Chita is a poor Black rural community and logistical support 
should be provided v/ithin your own areas; the encampment will be a bivouak arrange- 
ment.

Vlf. V hat is being done presently with Operation County Fair ? The California 
region has released a mailing (pink sheet) and raised several hundred dollars to 
date. They arc also contacting musical groups for concerts. 

Los Angeles Free Clinic and Venceremos Peoples Medical clinic have been 
interviewed and recelced contacts to solicit supplies, funds, etc, and also were 
given organizational proposals from a historical perspective, including local 
struggles, by-lav^s, etc. Contacts are also being made with: A, HE'A'; 

B. Federal programs for rural poor; C. Public HealtkServIce; 

VIH, John Musgrave has outlined In depth some of the problems that have occured 
v^/hile dealing with the Cairo project : A. lack of sensitivity of the desires of the 
community; E, COOP by liberals and Third World Peoples; C. lack of discipline 
D, lack of understanding; F. paranoia; F. unconscious racism 
These problems were resolved through instituted programs of Survival Revival, 
fund-raising, local benefits with bands, donations of food and clothing, rap sess- 
Tons prior to convoy, stressing political education of situation and people, clear 
definition of individual responsibilities. 

WE MEED A STEPiLIZEP FOR THE CLINIC 

There was unanimous acceptance of this proposal, which means that Operation 
County Fair Is now a national project of VVAV'L 

A mailer will be sent out from the Los Angeles Clearing House with a more defini- 
tive outline of programs. We are not asking for Operation County Fair to be a first 
priority over regional programs, but that those regions interested v/or!< on the oper- 
ation as a major project. It would be helpful if ail of the regions could send in the 
type of projects they are using for fund-raising to the L.A. Clearing House. With 
regard to what people can be doing now, check out contacts of any sort with people 
who work with free clinics. See what they have In their clinics and begin scroung- 
ing for the same types of equipment. This should be started immediately. 

FUTURE ACTIONS WORKSHOP 

This workshop met to discuss several proposed actions, ■^They are: 

1. A Bonuc Pvlarch II on Washington 

2. Actions during the Gainesville Trial 
2. A Kent State Anniversary action 

4. Lobbying in Congress during the vote to cut off appropriations for the war 

5. A War Dead ivlemorium at Eagles Nest Chapel in New Mexico 

After discussion of these proposed actions, it was our concensus that we 
should give top priority to a national action at the time of the Gainesville Trial. 

The Trial is considered an attack on WAW as a whole and it is suggested that ac- 
tions lake place in Gainesville and in alt regions in protest against the Government’s 
blatant harassment of our brothers there. 
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Keeping in mind that ' do not want to have an action for ' Mon's sake, all 
Ollier proposals are not ccn.jidercd by us to be truly worthwhile^” '-'e decided against 
a Bonus March because vjq feel that any action that we do while the War is going 
on should not be focused on m-aking military service more attractive. 

We decided against an action at Kent State for fear of blatant repercussions. 
The action at Eagles West was also put aside for reasons of non-relevance to the 
serious problems in Indochina which are, right now, our main concern. 

It vras suggested to have a national day of actions in local communities center- 
ed around the struggle to stop war appropriations. The date we leave open, sub- 
ject to the selection of an effective date by the National Staff, We feel that we 
should not adopt this action as a national action because we anticipate chapters' 
participation In this struggle as a matter of course and that local areas will prepare 
actions without the need -for national organization. 


This proposal v^as unanimously accepted in total. 


PV$ WORKSHOP 

Post Vietnam Syndrome is a definite problem confronting Vietnam Veterans and 
their community in general, The first problem we dealt with in the PVS workshop was 
a definition of Post Vietnam Syndrome. This is what we came up with: 

What appears to be sociopathic beiiavior, is actually the symptoms of a man 
struggling to survive. His reasoning is distorted by physio-psychological disorders* 
—physical and emotional pains and stresses. Example: A man v;ho carries four 
ounces of shrapne i in his body, and the memory of a burning baby in his mind. In- 
termediate results: nightmares, blackouts and withdrav/al from reality. End results: 
GUILT, FEELING CF BEING A SCAPEGOAT, IRAGE, ALCOHOLISM OR DRUG 
ADDICTION^ ALIENATION, LACK OF MOTIVATION, FEELING INABILITY OF 
EVER LOVING AGAIN, AND SUICIDE. 

In order to deal with PVS we have to gel into our community with concrete pro- 
grams. The PVS workshop recommends: 

1. People interested in grassrool programs must do research to be able to bring 
together In their heads a working definition of Post Vietnam Syndrome, This can be 
done by obtaining a copy of the PVS library from the national clearing house. 

2. information obtained from the library should be dis-semlnated to the community 
to raise support and aid to formulate PVS rap groups. This is a crucial importance 
because the V/', at this time does not even acknowledge the existance of PVSb 

3. Rap groups can then be established with the help of professionally trained 
Vietnam Veterans and any other help that can be Okayed by the group members un- 
animously. There also is an immediate need to Include women and non-veterans In 
PVS rap groups that are at a point where they can accept such a move. One way to 
do this Is to set up more than one PVS rap group. 

4. A \WSI in front of Congress on PVS. 

5. VVAW should also petition Congress to be recognized as an official veteran 
service organization. Ve realize that the VA is not going to deal with veteran pro- 
blems, Ih'I we recognize the VA as a too! to contact veterans. 

* There were people that felt there has to be a political definition involved 
wiih this problem. 


There was a friendly amendment to the stalemorit presented by the PVS workshop: 

At the next NSCiVI, the f i workshop will in part be devoted developing 
a political definition of PVS and that it is mandatory that a rep-ett on this 
be made at the next h'SCW. 

This amendment v/ns made because there was some dissatisfaction with the workshop's 
failure to deal with the problems of PVS as they are seen in a political nature. 

Also, it was decided that research on thc'VSI on PVS be done before the next NSCM 
and brought before the body in april for approval. 

The statement of this workshop v/as unanimously accepted. 

WSI WORKSHOP 

We are planning tv/o major V/SI's at this point; one on A and H bombs, and one on the 
intelligence community, '’Wg fgei ^hat if the investigations do go as planned, they will 
generate interest and inemhership for VVAW and increase our viability as a signifl" 
catU force in U.S. and world politics. 

MUCIEAP V'£A P'..i\jS 

Because of'fHT'new health hazards due to the radiation, people who were exposed to 
the effects of the bombs dropped after in Japan were considered unclean by the 
Japanese society. There were and still are 2nd and 3rd generation birth defects due, 
to genetic damage. A\fter the bombing, there v^as a commission formed by the U. S, 
called the AP6C 'which was supposed to treat the injured persons. Instead of treat- 
int them, they used them for experimentation and kept all the records secret of the 
effects due to the bombing. These records arc still kept secret from the rest of the. 
world by the U.S. government. 

It was decided that an ad hoc committee bo set up to gather and disseminate infor- 
mation. The members chosen were Blade Underwood (Calif.), Brian ...dams (^Jational 
office) and Steve Hawkins (I'lalional office). These persons are responsible to the 
whole organization to publish a monthly status report, gather information and witnesses 
and compile suggested reading lists. Sonic of the other duties are legal investigation 
of the consequences for the persons involved, obtaining counseling from scholars in 
various field and writing a political analysis on the International effects. A question- 
naire v;oiilcl also be written to provide guide lines for people in the field that wish to 
help with this project. .All information will be disseminated to all regional coordinators, 
appropriate other groups and the other participants In the workshop. 

/•,l this time, we expect the bulk of information to come from the follov/ing categor- 
ies of pcrole: GJ.'s, Vets, Correspondanls, professionals and government officials. 
Depending on the content of the infoimation we are able to obtain, the investigation 
could cover any of l!v; follovi/ing areas. 

1. Environmental effects - i.c. residual radiation in soil samples in Color., 
.Arizona, k'evada, etc. and documenting accidents that have occured. 

2. Health — i.e. cows that eat radioactive grasses and children that drink this 
milk can develop bone and teeth problems due to the replacement of calcium with Stron- 
tium S'O. 

3. i''1ilitary — the use of nuke weapons or their presence as a veiiical for intimi- 
dation - i.e. Indochina. . 
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A. Wuclcar contlngen', 'ilans -- expose the degree this h<r developed and the 
consequent effects of militarism and arms escalation. 

5. ' Historical and political analysis of why these weapons were developed and 
used at the times they wore and what we can expect in the future if the situation is 
allowed to proceed unchecked. Also the effect that a credible, united action could 
have to stop a nuclear tragedy before it occurs. 

During the course of the discussion, many very interesting facts were brought to 
light and full reports were requested on them all. Everyone was asked to contact all 
their fi iends that might have pertinent information or any other researchers or press 
contacts that may be able to help. Please have them all contact the National Cffice. 

INT E LLIGENCE CO M MUNITY 

Several Congressmen have expressed tremendous interest and support of this Investi- 
gation and already at least one CI.m operation has been ceased due to the congression- 
al pressure exerted when some people found out what was happening in this operation. 

We decided that the preparation would take the foilowing stages: Infotmation 
gathering - press clippings, books, etc. ; questionnaires written and circulated; 
contacts made that have access to the information, I.e. ex-agents and personal friends 
o'f the present participants, and media contacts; Interviews; V'^SI In special congress- 
ional hearings and perhaps public also; on-goIng political education and information , 
gathering through video tapes, books, articles in both establishment and movement 
press, speaking and other congressional hearings related to the information released 
through the WSI. 

Desides Vi/itnesses, we need any physical proof wc can obtain such as uniforms, 
patches for uniforms, documents, etc. One item mentioned specifically is known as 
OiCOM (defense intelligence collection manual) which lists the illegalities of Intelli- 
gence collection as practices by the U.S. Any photos, or weapons or drugs used for 
Intelligence collection v/ould be very valuable. 

On protection of witnesses we made several observations: 1. the government 
wants to avoid publicity at all costa and a political exposure is a sure way to gain 
trr.ximum media coverage; 2. In the past, several ex-agents have testified and the 
government ignored or denied their actions and they were not harrassed; 3. 'He have 
congressional support and congressional immunity; 4. we can obtain lawyers for free 
and enter all the witnesses into client-lawyer relationships for further protection; 

5. because of the people vre have already gotten committment from to testify, the more 
the government tries to do to Intimidate or discredit our work, the credibility It vriil 
lend to us will Increase; 6. even our government doesn't have enough staff to fight 
on many fronts at once and they are under unprecedented attack at this time. Every 
one who participates will have high enough visibility that the government will not be 
able to just "disappear" the witness. Also, since vie are doing this as an organization 
if the government attacks just one of our people, they will have to fight not just one, 
but about 30,0C& Vietnam Vet "crazies". The only time vje are really vulnerable 
is before the investigation becomes public. In this light, we must realize that there is 
some risk, at least for the person coordinating all the information and arrangements. 
Because of this, all the names of the participants will be kept absolutely secret until 
the and the dates, places and routes and means of transportation for tiie v/itness- 
es will be also a secret* The only things we feel could damage us at this time is If 
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hirnors got slr.rfod cr p^c gel questioned in the attc-mpt to i '"'-n;dei.c the.’ii and 
!/;ey dont let f.hi: rocrdlcu.:-. .q committee know, if anything do, / happefA PiHopIc 
should contact Gary Thoinas, Steve Huck, or Ea?t Csbor immc-diaiciy. if a pig 
docs try to question any one, don't admit a.nything and don't even deny anything. 
Jus^tell them to contact your lawyers or us and we'll arrange lav/ycis. Don't worry 
ab(^ the oaths or de-brioling 'nc all had about never talking to anyone about any- 
th^. 

V VVe set up an ad hoc corri.TiiUee to coordinate this project and they will also try

Jtecs, national office, and hopefully through the 1st Casualty newspaper. Anyone

/ WAR WORKSHO P 

P’ANVVAP (Propaganda ^.gainst b'uclear Weapons Attack Plan) 

Historically, the A\meticfin public has been covertly prepared by the Intelligence 
communlfy of impending infiumrine policies of the U.S. government using the mass 
medift; Vhis irridlous prcpiiv^'ndc efro-:L !;as been jjfiplcr.ianiad ihrough "pianiU-d" 
leaks of military contingency plans, vdiich are presented in a way to de-sensltlzc 
the American people to government policies that Vvould normally bo rejected. 

We believe tiu'l one of the options tJu^t Mixon has for escalation of the V7ai' in 
Indochina is the use of Tactical Wuclear Weaf)ons. H/ir.ny of us have seen a growing 
campaign In the media to prepare the public for the use of these weapons by "specu- 
lation" on the subject. Y'e feel that VVAW must combat this propaganda and present 
the following plan of action. 

The following plan was developed to be tniplenenied at the regional and local 
level. 

1. Headquarters (regional) level. 

Headquarters will develop and keep and up-to-^date file of materials 
published on the use of Tactical Nukes and tRe effects of iMukes, 

Research Task Force Teams — several ageiits {members of VVAV7) Si-- 
signed to compile this info to be sent to local level. To do this, research 
in Libraries, news clippings, magazine articles, etc. 

2. Company (ciiapter) le-vsl. 

Develop a cotnpictc propaganda packet that contains enouyli info In Tac- 
tical (\!u!<es that it can be read quickly and easily, Pac.kcts must be 
accessible to CPJ'’y/\T's, 

Cour.lor I'juclear ’--eapons Attack Teams (CNWAT) - 5 to 10 people who 
can lie rrioj-lized to act in 24 hours of notification of enemy pvcpagr.nda, 
to strike coliectivc-ly at the source of the propaganda. Units should act 
only on being provoked by bullshit In the media, 

3. ImpIciT'ontaiion. ''‘-■henever the media (TV, radio, newspapvers, etc) puls out 




- articles or features vj^ - \ supposedly discuss the use of H' ;s in an "objective" 
tnanner, FANWAP goes into effect. CNWAT's must immediately (within 24 
hours) go to the source of the propaganda (radio station, news office, etc, ) 
and demand to present counter Information. Pic!<et lines, counter news articles 
complies by RTFT's, letter to the editor campaigns are FAIMVVAFs tools. Use 
imagination. 

Realizing that the U. S. government and big business will not willingly relin- 
guish its struggle to gain economic control of South Fast Asia, we feel that the 
military struggle will continue in some form even if a treaty is signed. The possibil- 
ities include clandestine military operations, the Introduction of Tactical Wukes, 
the continuation of the Air war, and re-introduction of ground troops. In prepara- 
tion for these possibilities we must press on In our education of the public. This 
education must take many forms, including speaking, leafleting, demonstrating, 
and ail the various ways that have been used in the past. 

'^^e also realize that being Vietnam veterans does not automatically make us 
experts on the political struggles of the Indochinese people, and finding in the work- 
shop that many of us felt that we are not knowledgable on many aspects of the struggle, 
we recommend that VVAW members continue or start to educate themselves. Resources 
for our education should come from all available sources including newspapers, 
research organizations (WARMIC, etc) overseas publications, and very importantly, 
the Vietnamese themselves. 

We also recommend strong liaison with the local media be established and every 
effort be made by Individuals and collectives make use of al! available resources and 
study. 



The proposal of this workshop was- unanimously accepted. 


FUTUR E OF VVAW WORKSHOP 

This workshop resulted from the assumption that WAV'/ requires a long range struc- 
tural change if it is to survive as an organization and effectively deal with the objec- 
tives and programs established since its creation. The following recommendations 
should be studied and criticized by each region and chapter, keeping in mind that these 
recommendations are presented aS a conceptual basis for change only, in order to 
assure our continued existance and effectiveness. ^ 

I. The Survival of WAV'/ — recommendations concerning' immediate action by each 
chapter. 

1. Education on the organization: a. structure; b. functions; c. history 

2. Find out the members* interests: a. Vvhal should W/\W be concentrating on? 
b, 'What will they (members) themselves work on? c. 'What resources and 
skillsdo they possess? 

3. On-going education around the 10 objectives. 

4. Education on the war and imperialism, 

5. Combination of friendship and a sense of common goals and purpose. (A bal- 
ance between Uicse should lead to the optimum of effective working). 



II, mternal restructuring — original stages. 


1. Won-function reg’' s should be incorporated into stroa'^'r regions. A de 
facto situation already exists with lilllc or no activity golf.;, on In approximately 
9 regions, yet these regions have equal representation within the steering com- 
mittee. Dy adding non-functioning regions to stronger regions, the work load 
of the stronger regional office v.*ouid not increase because it is, in fact, not 
coordinating any more activity. This change would go into effect immediately 
upon approval by the i'JSC. 

2. Each region should examine their own area and determine the strategy which 
will be the most successful In order to more effectively organize that region 
under their individual circumstances. This strategy should be submitted to the 
national office. 

3. This committee suggests that collectivization would be the optimum of effec- 
tive- organization within VVAW on all levels. 

PROPOSAL: That the above points be accepted by the NSC 
and be put into effect immediately. 

Vote: 43i-yes; 375-no; 14abst. 

Because a 2/3 majority vole was not obtained, it was decided 
that this question be tabled and taken back to the regions for dis- 
cussion and be voted on at the next WSCM under old business, 

HI. Transilionary Period — suggestion for reslmclurlng VVAW internally. 

A. The main function of the regional coordinator Is to make sure that chapters 
are actually strong, fur-rtionirg chapters. This will prevent the problems of 
cooptation and the need to incorporate regions. A list of the functioning chapters 
should be sent to the national office with a synopsis of strengths and weaknesses 
of that chapter. 

B. The national office will have direct contact with the chapters. All infor- 
mation now sent to the regional coordinator will, in the future, be sent to the 
chapters, 

C. The national office staff will be increased and expanded so that more time 
can be devoted to specific areas, 

D. As the flow of information between chapters and national increases, a list 
of potential traveling organizers will be developed. Training sessions will be 
implemented to educate these people. 

Concept of th.e traveling organizer — Thestrpeople will be chosen by 
the national office for the first year, and by the chapters for following years. 

The national office coordinators will be cliosen by the chapters. These organ- 
izers would be operating within any specific area of the country. They will 
travel between all chapters v^itbin their area to see how they operate. They v/ill 
make suggestions for improvement and contact people who have expressed in- 
terest in starting chapters. They will also go into non-chapter cities and try to 
organize chapters. 

E. T/jc position of the regional coordinator will be abolished when the travel- 
ing organizers are trained and ready to begin working. In conjunction, a new 



. 'steering committee will be created. This committee will consist of one rep- 
resentative from eac.t 'ccredited chapter and the national '’fflce. This com- 
mittec will meet onct a year for the purpose of formulating policy and pro- 
grams for the year. Every three months, the traveling organizers and national 
staff will' meet in a central location and act as an interim committee to dis- 
cuss liow they've been working to implement programs established at the pre- 
vious i\ISCi\'i. If the programs are not working, information would go out to 
all chapters in a detailed report and if possible, the chapters would vote by 
mail to change the policies. If it is not possible to vote by mail, an emergen- 
cy meeting would be called. 

F. What constitutes a chapter? There must be a high degree of discipline on 
the chapter level. 

1. Member — a member is one who works for and supports the objec- 
lives of the organization. If after a comprehensive PE program, a person still 
does not support the objectives, then that member might be subject to expul- 
sion from the organization. 

2. Chapter — a chapter is a group of people who continually work on 
a day-to-day basis for the objectives, and In accordance with national policy 
and structure, the size of a chapter should be determined so that the chapter 
is capable of working in a viable way to be effective within the population of a 
given area. 

A chapter must be accredited by the regional coordinator of the present 
system or by the traveling organizer of the future structure. Regional or area 
meetings must be held so that chapters can get icgother. 

Each chapter must have a P. C. Box so that the problem with transient 
address can be alleviated. 

IV, The "Winter Soldier" concept 

1. Upon approval by the National Steering Committee and chapters and on a 

set date, each chapter would henceforth be called VVAW WIMTER SOLDIER ORGAN- 
IZATION. 

2. After a period of one year (not less than) and after the, name has become 
'Wr'ri synonymous with VVAW, the VVAW will be dropped entirely from the organizational 

name. 

This v/orkshop is to be taken on a conceptual basis-only. This is not a firm 
proposal, only a basis for discussion and criticism of the presently inadequate struc- 
ture, Each chapter and region Is urged to examine and criticize the present struc- 
ture and this proposed structure. 

PROPOSAL; That the report from this workshop be accepted by 
by NSC as a concept and taken back to the regions for further 
discussion and a vote at the next NSCM, 

This proposal was accepted. 



CONT'NUAWCE OF NEV-/ BUSINESS 


'‘The VV/'.V'i' vs. the Postal System agenda item v/as tabled u1../l the next meeting 
because the Ohio region, wiio put this item on the agenda, v^as absent. The 
same is true for the discussion of the 2nd devolution concept, which was also 
placed on the agenda by Thio. It was suggested that the following be included 
in tlic minutes: "Staiger lias a big mouth and a big stomach. " 

PROPOSAL FOR DEALING WITH TROTS 

The following proposal Is put forward in lieu that certain political organizations 
(specifically the Socialist Workers Party and their affiliates National Peace Action 
Ccalitlon (NPAC), the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), Student Mobilization 
Committee (SMC), and the ‘Women’s National Abortio'h Action Coalition CWNAAC); 
the Progressive Labor. Parly (PLP), and their affiliates Students for a Democratic 
Society (3DS), :nd v/orkers Action I'.lovement (WAM); 'A'orkers World and their 
affiliates Youth , '.gainst War and Fascism (YAWF), and American Servicemen's 
Union (ASU) engage in attempts to split or co-opt other organizations in order to 
achieve their goals. 

That In the past these attacks have been made upon VVAW as SWP attacks 
upon the regions of Illinois, New York, California, Ohio, Texas, New England, 
Missouri, and Colorado, etc. 

That In the past PLP has attacked California, Texas, New England, Florida, 
and Mow York, 

That in tlie past Workers World through their affiliates YAWF and ASU have 
diracted attacks against IMinois, New Yorfe, etc. 

That none of these organizations support the Vietnamese people In their 
struggle for liberation and self-determination, the 7-polnt proposal of the PRG, 
or the 9-;)Olnt agreement reached by the U.S., the DRV, and the PRG; 

\Mq resolve the following: 

That VVAW chapters, be they local, regional, or national, shall not fo.'m any 
alliances with any of the above mentioned organizations and parties specifically, 
and any other parties and organizations which by nature use means of co-optation 
or spliiting tactics on other organizations to obtain their objectives: 

That VVA-'V cadre, be they local, regional, or national, shall not place the 
objectives of other political organizations to which they may belong before the oh’ 
jeetives of VVA’.'V; 

That all members of VVAW, after sufficient time for education, must support 
the Vietnamese people, the 7-point proposal of the PRG, and the 9-poiPt accords 
of Oct, 72 , and that failure to do so is grounds for expulsion from VVAW. 

This proposal was tabled until it can be discussed in the regions 
and v</ill be discussed under old business at the next NSCM. This 
is being done because some felt that a unilateral decision on all 
of these organizations should not be done because some of the chap- 
ters have been able to work effectively v/ith some of these groups. 

It was suggested that such a decision should be made on a local 
level rather than on the national level. Also, there was some un- 
, familiarity v;ith some of these organizations.

•n any region, as long as the f'lationa! t-ffice staff does all the vvorJ<. Percentages 
of splitting up n!on?y when a region or chapter ^anticipates will be worked out on a * 

case basis, ncgotiatiotit to be heUveen tljc national office and those who are doing 
the work only. 

2. Proposal Uiat the requirements for membership In this organization be altered to 
require a minimum of a $2. OC monthly membership fee. One dollar to go to the 
national office and one to the regional office. Money to be handled by the regional 
office. Menibeis would be provided with cards, numbered and issued by the national 
office and dispersed by the regional offices, Won-payment of dues Vifould be cause 
for dismissal, unless by the written intercession of the regional coordinator. 

The reasons behind this are; The national and regional officers must often depend 
upon donations and func raising drives for their sustenance. Accurate prediction of 
incoming funds causes many problems with overspending, ivlany times funds for rent, 
telephone, etc. come out of the pockets of those who are working full time as VVaVV 
officers, causing serious financial hardships. This amount of money, v/hile small, 
would at least provide a regular pittance, based on amount of membership, on which 
such officers could depend. 

' Another good reason for this practice Is that the time has come for everyone in our 
organization to take seriously their membership. VVAV-Ms nationwide. It has often 
been able to effect popular opinion throughout the v/orld. In many chapters concrete 
scrve-the-peop!e programs arc functioning. Vie have the possibility of becoming a 
tremendous educational tool. $2. GO a month is not too much to ask of people clcdi- 
calcd to achieving our goals, and enjoying ihe fruits of the organizations collective 
labor. People should pay as one means of shov.ring concrete day-to-day support for 
the anti-imperialist movement. It is a way to reach everybody and make them commit 
themselves in more than just words. 

In past months, we have had real problems with the anti-authority attitudes of people 
in this organization. Many times this attitude has manifested itself In direct attacks 
upon the elected officers in this organization. Sometimes there was ample reason for 
criticism of officials, but most of the times small things were blown all out of pro- 
portion because, coupled v/ith the very real mistakes of the leadership, was the pre- 
judice, in some peoples minds against any leadership at all. However, steps such as 
this one are being taken to increase membership participation of the organization. By 
contributing something to the support of officers, membership will grow to have more 
interest in VVA'-V politics and not be deceived into action only on personalities. 

We feel that officers should not just be elected, left to fend for themselves, and 
then criticised for their mistakes by the membership, '..fficers are elected to serve the 
members and goals of this organization by the members. Therefore, they should be 
supported and encouraged by the members as well as crit'Cized. Two dollars a month 
from each member is more than money. It shows the officers that people have faith in 
them and like what they are doing. 

This proposal was overwhelmingly defeated.

A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised that on December 27» 1971» at 10:00 
A.M. , the subject, along with 22; other individuals, in- 
cluding two females, occupied the Betsy Ross House, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, The doors were locked and 
an individual removed the thirteen-star United States 
flag from the outside pole and placed it upside down on 
the pole , 


At 10:i;0 A.M., Philadelphia police officers 
broke the lock on the door and entered the house. The 
25 individuals were arrested and transported to the 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, Police Headquarters without 
incident . The only damage to the house was a broken 
lock on the front door. The flag was restored to its 
original position. 


This demonstration was known as the Valley 
Forge II, sponsored by the Northeast Region Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War (WAW), December 2i;-31» 1971* 
at Valley Forge and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; New 
York City, New York; and Washington, D,C, 


The WAW is a veterans’ organization with 
a national office at 25 west 26th Street, 

New York, New York, Its first published 
objective Is "to demand an immediate 
cessation of fighting and the withdrawal 
of all American troops from Indochina", 

WAW has participated in several demonstra- 
tions, including a massive demonstration in 
Washington, D,C,, during the period April 19- 
23, 1971. 
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The subject and all the others arrested were 
charged with disorderly conduct and breach of peace > 
together with using city facilities without permission. 
All were released on $10.00 to $25.00 bond the same 
day they ware arrested. 


On February 16, 1973» a second source, with whom

In view of the lack of activity by the subject, 
and the apparent lack of any propensity for violence he 
does not appear to meet the criteria for inclusion in 
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
